The fore foot of the horse to a 
great extent determines its value, as 
upon this portion of its anatomy its 
speed and endurance depend. The 
foot of the reindeer is most peouliar 
in construction. It is cloven through 
tho middle and each half ourves 
upward in front. It is slightly 
elongated and capable of a consider- 
able amount of expansion. When 
plaoed on an irregular surface, 
which is difficult to traverse, the ani- 
mal contracts the feet into a sort of 
claw, by which a firm hold is secur- 
ed. When moving rapidly, the two 
portions of the foot, as it is lifting, 
strike together, the hoofs making a 
continuous clattering noise, which 
may be heard at a considerable dis- 
tance.

IN HONOR 
Of the Late Rev. Green Clay 



A hondsome monument will be 
erected in Washington, D. O, on 
Decoration Day, in honor of the late 
Rev. Green Clay Smith. The model 
for the shaft was made in Home, 
Italy, under the auspices of the Union 
Veterans' Union, who appropriated 
the funds for the memorial at their 
annual meeting at Lima, Ohio. The 
monument is polished granilo and 
will resemble Uiat of Sheridan, also 
in Arlington cemetery. It is sixteen 
feet high and eighteen feet across thu 
base. The bronze tablet which will 
appear near tin foot of the shaft 
bears a life-size portrait medallion of 
Mr. Smith encircled by a wreath of 
oak and laurel leaves, aud under it le 
the name of the dead gospel preacher, 
soldier aud statesman, and beneath 
this is an open book which will cou- 
taiu his military and civil records. 

Rev. Green Clay Smith was born at 
Richmond, Ky.. July 3, 1832. He en- 
tered a preparatory schoul at Dan- 
ville, and graduated from the Tran- 
sylvania University in 1850. He 
studied law under his father, Hon. 
John Speed Smith, and graduated at 
Lexington Law School in 1853. He 
was a partner of his father until 1858, 
wheu he removed to Covington and 
continued his practice. Prior to this, 
and when a youth, ho was a soldier 
in the Mexican war. In 1860 ho was 
elected to the Kentucky Legislature. 
He entered the Federal army in 1861, 
and attained the rank of Major Gen- 
eaal. He was elected to Congress in 
1863, and at the close of the second 
term was appointed Governor ot 
Montana, which position ho occupied 
with honor and credit until 1868, 
when ho resignod aud entered the 
gospel ministry. His first

The History of "We Won't Go Home 
Till Morning." 

An interesting history of an old and 
well-known comic tune has beeu giv- 
eii by a professor of music. He said 
that when the army of the first Napo- 
leon was in Egypt in 1799 the camp 
for a while was near fhe Pyramids. 

One afternoon about sunset, the 
band was playing. The inhabitants 
of the desert had collected near and 
were listening to the music. Nothing 
unusual happened until tho band 
struck up a tune which we now bear 
under the name of "We won't go 
home till morning." 

Iustantly there was the wildest 
demonstrations of joy among the Be- 
donins. They embraced eaoh other, 
and shouted and in delirium of their 
pleasure. The reason was that they 
were listening to the favorite and 
oldest tune of their people. 

The professor states that, the tune 
had been taken to Europe from Afri- 
ca in tho eleventh century by the Cru- 
lades, and had lived separately in 
both countries for over 700 years. 
This is certainly enough to make "We 
won't go home till morning" a classic. 
Its orign is more of a mystery than 
source of the Nile.
